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PREFACE 


Tuis edition of the second minute book of the Men’s Meeting of 
the Society of Friends in Bristol, running from 1686 to 1704, is under- 
taken under authority of a minute of Bristol and Frenchay Monthly 
Meeting of the Society of Friends, February 1973. 

I am grateful to the successive custodians of the records of the 
Monthly Meeting, who for forty years since the days of William 
Henry Woolley up to the present under Noel Vinter (now recently 
retired), Gordon Richmond and Roger Angerson (present cus- 
todians), have given me every encouragement and facility to study 
the archives under their care. 

In this book the Men’s Meeting is seen first to be completing 
arrangements for refurbishing the meeting houses at the Friars and 
in Temple Street when they gained possession of them again after 
the cessation of the persecutions of the previous five years. The 
volume carries forward for close on twenty years the proceedings 
of the main Bristol meeting for church government in the Society 
of Friends. It supplements a record which began in the previous 
volume (covering the years 1667 to 1686), issued by the Bristol 
Record Society in 1971 as volume 26 in this series of publications. 

The business of the meeting continued to be as varied as before, 
and up to 1697 the minutes deal with all aspects of church 
organisation and discipline. In that year a monthly meeting of minis- 
ters and elders was established which assumed the duties of discipline 
among backsliders in part, although it could not go so far as to 
disown persistent offenders. This final sanction the Men’s Meeting 
reserved to itself. 

’ Another duty which the Men’s Meeting performed from 1695 was 
the institution and completion of arrangements for the regional 
annual meetings which then began to be held in Bristol each spring 
between Easter and Whitsuntide, at a suitable interval before the 
regular London Yearly Meeting. At those times travelling Quaker 
ministers congregated and had opportunities to address large meetings 
—taking advantage of the occasion to spread the beliefs and ideas 
underlying the Quaker faith. Bristol Yearly Meeting thus constituted 
continued to be held annually almost to the very end of the 
eighteenth century—a fact which in itself is a challenge to the 
validity of the usually accepted view that quietism was the strongest 
characteristic among eighteenth century Friends. It is true that from 
the middle of that century the ministers at these annual gatherings 
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were preaching in the main to the converted. The Yearly Meetings 
for Friends became as much social occasions as anything else. 
Friends from widely scattered towns and villages all over the south- 
west would make their way to Bristol, attend meetings, exchange 
news, arrange marriages, and generally renew old friendships and 
make new ones. Valuable as this was to the life of the Society, it 
was not the aim which Friends in the 1690s had in mind when the 
meetings first began. 

In the course of this volume it may be traced how thankfulness 
for toleration and the cessation of persecution strengthened Friends’ 
determination that their actions should not prove an embarrassment 
to the government to which they owed a debt of gratitude for this 
respite. Access to the authorities, which under Charles and James 
was rather personal (William Penn having close relations with the 
latter in particular) fell, after the Revolution, when Penn was under 
suspicion for Jacobitism, more and more into the hands of Meeting 
for Sufferings in London. This meeting soon became the recognised 
lobbying body which decided when to take and when not to take 
initiatives to approach the government with a view to ameliorate 
the disabilities under which Friends still suffered. 

As in the previous volume, here the reader may see how and in 
what spirit Friends managed the discipline and business of the 
Society, both in matters of religion and in care for the welfare of 
their members. The minutes do not reveal what was said on specific 
points at issue, but they can assist to a judgment of the outcome 
of debates in matters of concern, of how far democratic processes 
operated within the Society, and they can give the reader a due sense 
of the discernment with which business was carried on. 

The minute book of a Friends’ meeting for discipline is a valuable 
record in that it gives us an insight into the practical work and life 
of a meeting, whose weakness or strength and influence may per- 
haps now be known only from the printed reminiscences of some 
prominent local Friend, the record of visits in the journal of a travel- 
ling minister, or a near-contemporary account of some single high 
point or outstanding event in an otherwise unremarkable history. 


The Quaker of the olden time!— 
How calm and firm and true, 

Unspotted by its wrong and crime, 
He walked the dark earth through, 

The lust of power, the love of gain, 
The thousand lures of sin 

Around him, had no power to stain 
The purity within. 


Whittier’s idealised old Quaker shows one side only of the coin. This 
volume presents evidence that some Friends, falling short of the goal 
towards which they pressed, could still recover their position after 
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misconduct. They too were Friends, and have their place in Quaker 
history. 

The introduction covers some points of discipline not dealt with 
in the previous volume, and there is also a section giving additional 
biographical notes on some of the people mentioned in this volume. 

My thanks are again due to the Bristol Record Society for under- 
taking this volume, and to its principal officers for advice and 
assistance in the course of publication; to the University of Leeds 
for grant of study leave to prepare this edition for the press; to 
Edward H. Milligan, librarian at Friends House, London, for much 
general assistance as well as particular searches among the records 
under his care; and to Miss Elizabeth Ralph and Miss Mary 
Williams, successive Bristol City Archivists, in whose Office the 
Monthly Meeting records are now deposited. Without their help this 
work could never have been done, and without the sustained 
assistance of my wife the detailed editing would never have been 
completed for the volume to see the light of day.

INTRODUCTION 


AT the end of August 1686, when this volume opens, Bristol Friends 
had just regained full possession of their meeting house. They were 
refurnishing it where they could, and picking up the threads of un- 
harried religious life. At the previous Men’s Meeting (16 Aug. 1686; 
B.R.S. xxvi 190) they had fixed the time of the Sunday meeting at 
1 p.m., and the weekday meetings on Tuesday at 9 a.m. and 
Friday at 2 p.m., confirming that which had been their previous 
practice. The weekday meeting times were expressly ratified ten years 
later on 16 March 1696, “friends being greived at the late remiss- 
ness”’. 

James II had been in Bristol the previous week, on his progress 
through the West.! The expenses of the royal visit bore heavily on 
a depleted civic purse, so it was in hopeful anticipation that the 
Common Council ordered James Freeman’s £50 fine for refusing 
to take the oath of a council man to be paid by 20 Sept. 1686.2 
The political climate was changing rapidly and Friends were soon 
to hear from George Fox concerning the release of 1500 Friends 
from jails all over the country. The Declaration of Indulgence was 
proclaimed in Bristol on 7 April 1687,* and after that there was little 
to fear from a return to a general persecution, although the 
Toleration Act did not become law until May 1689 (1 Wm. & Mary, 
st. 1, cap. 18). 

Disabilities consequent on Friends’ refusal to swear oaths con- 
tinued for more than a century, but no longer would they be en- 
snared by a hostile magistrate tendering to them the Oath of 
Allegiance. An Act passed in 1696 allowed the substitution of a form 
of affirmation in some cases where an oath had formerly been re- 
quired.

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Friends in Bristol seem to have been strongly Whig in sympathy.°® 
They did not object to the first form of affirmation which was 
secured,° and feared that any attempt to obtain an alteration in it 
to answer the objections of the tender consciences of other Friends 
might endanger the acceptance of the formula which had been 
secured. 

The Meeting for Sufferings machinery which Friends had de- 
veloped in London during the reign of Charles II to deal with the 
recurrent approaches to the sovereign which were needed to try to 
mitigate the effects of the persecutions proved its worth. After the 
Revolution it continued to show itself well-suited to help Friends 
pursue the task of bringing sufferings which Friends were still en- 
during to the notice of Parliament and the government, and securing 
the publicity which might in time lead to some amelioration of con- 
ditions. In November 1693 Bristol Men’s Meeting wrote a letter to 
the city’s members of Parliament in response to the request from 
Meeting for Sufferings for local Friends to assist them in their 
efforts to obtain relief for Friends “for our putting in answers in 
Chancery & Exchequer without sweareing”’ (13 Nov. 1693).” A letter 
mentioned in 1698 asked for concentration and cooperation in 
action, and advised that Friends intending to apply to the govern- 
ment should first inform Meeting for Sufferings “and take their 
advice & direction thereon” (18 July 1698). It was obvious that 
political activity could best be directed in London, and the value 
of the local meetings in the efforts to secure reform or relief was 
in using their interest and putting their views before their own mem- 
bers of Parliament at times when such expressions were most likely 
to be influential. 

The passage of the Affirmation Act through Parliament in 1696 
can be traced in the Commons and the Lords Journals, from the 
receipt of the Quakers’ petition for the acceptance of the affirmation 
on 7 Feb. right through to the royal assent on 27 April. Within a 
week (1 May 1696) Meeting for Sufferings issued a printed letter 
to tell Friends at large about the form of affirmation which the act 
required. A later Affirmation Act in 1702 prompted Bristol Men’s 
Meeting to prepare a letter of thanks which was to be presented 
by the city’s representatives at the ensuing Yearly Meeting to 
support the course of action taken by Meeting for Sufferings in 
securing that measure of reform, if such support should prove to 
be necessary (2, 18 May 1702). 

In the sphere of Bristol politics there is little to record. The 
corporation seems to have taken no action on the royal mandamus

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of 29 April 1688, which required that over sixty persons, including 
some Friends, should be granted the freedom of the city.® The over- 
throw of James II at the end of that year rendered the mandate in- 
effective. 

The meeting houses were registered at Quarter Sessions (12 Aug. 
1689). In 1696 Friends drew up a paper ready for presentation to 
the magistrates showing why Quakers did not observe days (6, 20 July 
1696),° and in the following year the Men’s Meeting appointed 
Friends to assist the young men Friends who were out of their 
apprenticeships and proceeding to take up the freedom of the city 
(22 Nov., 6 Dec. 1697). The recoinage is mentioned (24 May 1697), 
as also are the attentions of the tax collector (31 May, 14 June, 20 
Sept. 1703). 

In the course of the period covered by this volume the Society 
of Friends in Bristol slipped imperceptibly into its eighteenth- 
century place as one sect in the spectrum of the religious life of the 
city. It was mindful of the suffering which had gone before, and 
proved itself anxious not to cause offence to government or to 
jeopardise the continuation of the toleration only so recently 
accorded. 


THE MEN’S MEETING 


The Men’s Meeting met on Mondays at 3 p.m.!° The number 
of Friends attending cannot be estimated with any certainty since 
no register appears to have been kept. Attendance was certainly 
above the fewer than a dozen that were often at meetings during 
the persecutions of the early 1680s. There were thirty-eight guaran- 
tors for the legacy money applied to the Workhouse project (26 Oct. 
1696), although not all of them may have been present at that one 
meeting. Forty members signed when a similar financial proposition 
was before the meeting (19 July 1697). At the lower end of the scale, 
sixteen named Friends were present when John Fallowfield and 
Joshua Cart agreed to submit a dispute to arbitration (12 Feb. 1700), 
and seventeen on another occasion when it was felt desirable likewise 
to name the Friends present (29 Dec. 1701). As was noted in the 
earlier volume, attendance at meetings during the fair times may 
well have been lighter than usual (26 Jan. 1691), and it is not out 
of keeping to have the coming fair time to be named for the ter- 
mination of a contract (29 June 1702). 

The duties of the Men’s Meeting extended throughout the whole

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field of activity of the Society of Friends in Bristol. The introduction 
to the previous volume (B.R.S. xxvi) enumerates some of the varied 
activities extending from provision of meeting places; care of the 
holding and seemly conduct of meetings for worship—paying atten- 
tion to promptness and diligence in attendance (16 March, 27 April 
1696) and general deportment in meeting (Nov. 1687, 16 July 1688); 
support for ministering Friends in the city; care for the conduct of 
Friends in all their daily lives, and simplicity in the conduct of 
funerals (20 Dec. 1694, 15 April 1695); the settlement of disputes; 
printing birth certificates (3 July 1699), and collecting them (11 Oct. 
1686); setting gravedigging charges (24 April 1699, 23 Aug. 1703); 
maintenance of burial grounds, and keeping records and registers 
(2 Jan. 1688, 24 Aug. & 21 Sept. 1691, 30 June & 9 July 1694, 
8 July 1695, 1 June 1702). These aspects are in evidence throughout 
this volume, but it may be useful to point out a few particular 
minutes. 

One member was banned from attending the Men’s Meeting 
because he “did relate some passages of this metings procedings 
where he ought not to doe” (28 Aug. 1699). Employees of the 
meeting were not allowed to attend (24 April 1699). Minutes were 
directed “‘to be read over in the heareing of the following mens 
meeting” (25 Oct. 1697). 

Anearly example of a nominations committee is recorded (29 April 
1695) when, after the Friday meeting for worship on 3 May 1695 
some Friends were chosen to meet, and they brought forward the 
names of Thomas Callowhill and Benjamin Coole as representatives 
from the city to the ensuing London Yearly Meeting. An alternative 
method also adopted was to adjourn the Men’s Meeting, usually 
to some subsequent day following a meeting for worship, and then 
to make the appointments (5 May 1699). 

When the Men’s Meeting felt that general improvement in 
behaviour and consistent deportment among Friends was required, 
it would issue a general paper of advice, calling Friends to remem- 
brance of the things they stood for. Such an one was approved 
18 May 1691 and was read at the Friars meeting on the following 
Sunday afternoon.!! These papers of admonition made special point 
of stressing the importance of the marriage discipline, which Friends 
felt was essential in preserving the testimony of the Society against 
the necessity for a paid ministry. 


THE DISCIPLINE 


Readers of the previous volume will know the various procedures 
in discipline whereby the Men’s Meeting watched over the good 
behaviour of Friends, and the visits of appointed Friends privately, 
and from the Men’s Meeting, which attempted to reclaim back-

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sliders, the opportunities given for such to explain their cases and 
to effect reform to the satisfaction of the Meeting. In cases where 
no reform was effected, the Meeting had to draw up a testimony, 
which would be sent to the person offending, and would also be 
read at the close of a meeting for worship. The various steps in 
disciplinary matters need not be individually enumerated. In one 
case a couple of Friends guilty of brawling were willing to go to 
the public house and join “in a publick acknowlidgment & takeing 
the blame and shame upon themselves” (4 May 1691). Contrition’ 
papers might be accepted, or rejected as being insincere (9 May 
1698, 18 Dec. 1699). 

The final sanction was disownment, and this was to be recorded 
in the book (11 Oct. 1697), so that people who could not be re- 
claimed should not be recognised as members of the Men’s or 
Women’s meetings for church affairs, nor be called upon for sub- 
scriptions to the collections, until they gave satisfaction and proved 
repentant for their offence. The minutes of 7 April 1701 are remark- 
able in that four papers of disownment were issued at one session. 

It is not clear in all cases that the paper of condemnation issued 
constituted disownment, but since formal membership did not exist 
at this period the only disownment effected would be that of denial 
of membership of the Men’s and Women’s meetings and the refusal 
to accept subscriptions from the culprit. Erasmus Dole was disowned 
twice (6 & 20 March 1693, 14 Feb. 1698); Friends were ashamed 
of his drinking habits, they could “‘hould noe felowshipp nor society 
with him, untill he shall ... amend his life”. Probably the most 
frequent cause of disownment was a church marriage to one that 
was not a Friend. Adultery, fornication (the guilt aggravated in one 
case by the parties having imposed on Friends so far as to have 
the wedding in the meeting house)—these led to minutes of disown- 
ment (6 Nov. 1699, 7 April & 16 June 1701). Richard Bury was 
testified against ‘‘as whimsicall & disorderly person” for printing 
his book of warnings, which were likely to bring Friends into dis- 
repute (29 Dec. 1701). 

In 1697 the proposals for improving the discipline included the 
establishment of an educational quarterly meeting for Friends’ chil- 
dren and servants to “heare read and declared those things that as 
members of our religious society they are oblidged to observe” 
(11 Oct. 1697). A paper of advice was drawn up to be read at the 
first of the quarterly meetings (20 Dec. 1697), and Friends were asked 
to encourage their children and servants to attend. 

A further element in the proposals was the formation of a 
monthly meeting of ministers together with six annually-appointed 
elders. This meeting was appointed to consider any disorder, con- 
tention or difference among themselves or any matter of discipline 
“that may not be thought so proper to be exposed before a mens 
meeting” (27 Sept., 11 & 25 Oct. 1697). Nevertheless it was made 
clear that the Men’s Meeting was giving up none of its authority; 
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cases not resolved, and those requiring a minute of disownment were 
passed on to that meeting (2 June 1701). 

The Monthly Meeting had particular value in dealing with matters 
concerning the ministry. On occasion it acted without prior reference 
to the Men’s Meeting, as for instance when it prepared a paper of 
protest against the Separatist Thomas Kent “imposeing his discource 
and preaching” on Friends. This paper was read in meeting for wor- 
ship the day before it was recorded in the Men’s Meeting book 
(1 Aug. 1698). The minutes of the Monthly Meeting were entered 
in the volume entitled “Records of dealings with delinquents”, which 
up to 1681 had been used as minute book of the Men’s and 
Women’s meeting for discipline. The minutes reveal that attendance 
at those meetings might be small at fair time. ““Fewe freinds 
appeared”, 26 Jan. 1698, and the same happened the following 
winter. !2 


MARRIAGE DISCIPLINE 


Quaker marriages bear distinguishing marks which set Friends 
apart from other bodies of dissenters, who normally availed them- 
selves of the services of the established clergy in this regard. Their 
peculiarity in this respect, and the doubt about the legality of their 
proceedings, reinforced Friends’ assiduity in ensuring that all 
marriages were entered into after due consideration, with the consent 
of all parties interested in the welfare of the couple concerned, and 
in an open and seemly manner at a meeting for worship. When a 
Quaker marriage was challenged before Judge Hale, he said that 
“he thought it reasonable, and consistent with natural rights and 
the precepts of the Gospel, that all marriages made according to 
the several religious persuasions of the parties ought to be valid in 
law.” Other judges than Sir Matthew Hale expressed similar opinions 
at various times, but it was not until the passing of the Act intro- 
duced by Lord Campbell in 1847, that the marriages contracted by 
Friends prior to the Marriage Act of 1837, received the positive 
sanction of statute law. In 1707 Meeting for Sufferings in London 
advised Friends to make their wills in such a way as not to raise 
the question of the validity of their marriages. It was recommended 
that in such documents the wife should be described by her maiden, 
as well as by her married name.!3 

In preparing this volume for the press, some abbreviation of entries 
has been necessary in this department, which is perhaps the most 
typical, as it is certainly the most extensive branch of business in 
this particular record volume. This makes it the more necessary to 
provide a summary of the main steps in the procedure for passing 
marriage proposals at this period. Readers of the first volume (B.R.S. 
xxvi) will have been able to trace the development of procedure in

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the first twenty years of written record, but by the time this volume 
opens the various steps had become defined and a summary which 
covers the main points is possible. !4 

Before marriages among Friends were approved to take place in 
public meetings under the care of Bristol Meeting the proposals were 
considered at three meetings for discipline. At the normal rate, with- 
out delays, this meant that marriages would take just over a month 
to pass through the meetings. At the first meeting the parties pro- 
posed their intentions and produced consent of relations or guardians 
to support them. If Friends approved, the meeting would then 
appoint two or three of those present to make particular enquiries 
to satisfy themselves and to report back that the parties were in- 
deed free to marry. At the second meeting the couple would appear 
again and produce any further evidence of consent of relations or 
interested parties which the first meeting may have called for. The 
appointed Friends reported how they found matters. If the meeting 
approved what it heard, permission would then be given for the in- 
tention of marriage to be announced publicly at the end of a meet- 
ing for worship. A fortnight later, at the third meeting, Friends had 
before them the certificate recording the publication of the marriage 
intention and the fact that there had been no objection raised against 
it. The meeting would then give permission for the couple to fix 
the day for the meeting for worship to be arranged for holding the 
wedding. 

In the proceedings before the Men’s Meeting only very special 
circumstances were allowed to override the general rule that parties 
should attend at least twice. However, strangers proceeding towards 
marriage in Bristol were sometimes allowed (after one appearance 
in person) to be represented by a Bristol Friend when the matter 
came again before the Men’s Meeting. Richard Snead performed 
this service for Richard Richards of Port Isaac (1 July 1689), and 
again for Robert Ingram of London (11 July 1692). In such cases 
the meeting could demand attendance. For instance, when Thomas 
Lloyd from Pennsylvania was sick on the day for his second 
attendance (31 Jan. 1698) proposing to marry Sarah Young, the 
meeting gave consent for the publication of the intention, 


“Butt in that the parties is not present at this meeting, tis 
expected that they both present themselves yet once again to the 
meeting before they doe aprove of their marriage.” 


One feature of these attendances at Men’s Meetings to have their 
consent to marriage proposals was not added until 1692 when, in 
order to ensure that Friends at the wedding would be able to hear 
the declarations clearly, the proposers were required themselves to

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announce their intentions to the Men’s Meeting, and be advised “that 
they both speake out soe cleare, that the parteis which they shall 
invite togeather for wittness may all heare & be satisfied in what they 
say”’ (26 Dec. 1692). 


Enquiries. concerning Clearness 


There is evidence from the meeting on 12 March 1688 that women 
were present at the Men’s Meeting when marriage was proposed, 
and although no report is recorded, this may possibly have been 
in order to set on foot enquiries in the Women’s Meeting. It is not 
until 1698 that we find direct reference to the active participation 
of the women in the discipline. The two men Friends appointed to 
investigate the proposals were asked to inform the Women’s Meeting 
in order that they might make enquiry among themselves and 
appoint a woman Friend “‘as the center of their intilligence to 
certefie what they discover to the next Mens meeting, or from 
whom the two men Friends (enqueriers) may have information to 
give this meeting more full satisfaction” (25 April 1698).15 

Enquiries were made concerning how persons proposing marriage 
stood as Friends (10 April 1699). If satisfactory report on conduct 
was received then the marriage was allowed to go forward, but if 
not, the proposal might be deferred for further observation or 
enquiry (14 May 1694, 12 Jan. 1702). Some got tired of waiting 
until Friends felt satisfied, and went to church to be married 
(1 Dec. 1690). Marriages were not authorised if the persons could 
not be owned as Friends. The meeting refused to countenance 
“unequall yoakes”, meaning marriages between people of differing 
religious persuasions (6 June, 19 July 1687). 

Friends in good standing putting marriage proposals before the 
meeting were required to bring testimony that they were clear from 
all others on that account, and that they had the consent of any 
persons who had particular charge of them or special interest in their 
welfare. A minute of 12 April 1697 signified that it was not proper 
to bring an intention of marriage to the Men’s Meeting before the 
parties “have suffichantly sought concent & aprobacion of the 
parents or gardians of the parties concerned”.1° Where no parent 
was living, consent from other members of the families concerned 
would be accepted; for instance, an elder brother (3 Oct. 1692). At 
the first proposing of the marriage of William Penn Junior and Mary 
Jones (24 Oct. 1698), as well as the two fathers—their mothers being 
both dead—three grandparents appeared, all signifying their con- 
sent. 

Failing relations, a guardian’s consent was sought. Nathaniel

ing the responsibility in marriage discipline recommended by the Monthly Meeting 
(14 Jan. 1699); B.A.O., SF/A7/4 115 (also SF/A7/2 57).

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Allen’s daughter, left in England after her father’s emigration to 
Pennsylvania, was under the care of four Friends. She procured from 
them a paper to certify their consent to her marriage proceedings 
(5 Dec. 1687). Overseers and executors of the wills of deceased 
parents were also asked, or informed ‘“‘as a comendable thing” (19 
Dec. 1698; 27 June 1692). When no parents, relations or guardians 
were available, the proposers might bring other Friends to give testi- 
mony for them, and servants might ask their masters or mistresses 
to come to testify to their characters and proceedings (5 Oct. 1702). 

The minutes reveal that enquiries were made into the various 
matters which might influence Friends in approving a proposed 
marriage, like provision on re-marriage for the children of a former 
spouse (8 July 1695), or breach of promise claims (8 Sept. 1701). 
The wording of the minute of approval—the word ‘permit’ for the 
more forthcoming ‘consent’—may indicate a degree of esteem a little 
less than wholehearted (13 July 1702). 


Certificates from other Meetings 


To assist them in their consideration of proposed marriages the 
Men’s Meeting would call for certificates both from relations and 
others concerned for their testimony to be on record, and from other 
Friends’ meetings where one or other of the parties might have 
resided, to witness to the clearness of the parties proposing marriage. 
The certificate from Horsham (8 Jan. 1696)17 concerning William 
Penn, then proposing to marry Hannah Callowhill in Bristol, 
recorded that on 


Enquirey both in city and countrey there being nothing found 
that may impead or hinder his intention, but to the best of our 
knowledge he is free and cleare from all other persons on the 
accounte of marriage, soe that he may proceed in Truths way to 
the accomplishment of the same, and we leave it to the wisdome 
of God in you and your Christian care to see that all thinges 
been cleare on the said Hannah Callowhill and her relations parte. 


The risk of forgery was not overlooked, and it was ordered that 
the meeting rather than the parties concerned should send for certifi- 
cates (25 June 1694). The practice seems usually to have been to 
accept a certificate, however produced, if it was credibly witnessed 
by some Friends known to the Men’s Meeting (4 Mar. 1695, 4 Jan. 
1697, 30 Dec. 1700). Forgery would be very rare indeed. 

When Irish Friends were in Bristol during the revolutionary war, 
certificates were accepted from neighbours who lived near the parties 
in Ireland in place of certificates from that country (20 May 1689). 
Later, when conditions had become more settled, a normal certificate

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was required, in spite of the fact that the Friend proposing marriage 
had been in Bristol for nearly three years (4 April 1692). Certificates 
going overseas might be sent in duplicate or triplicate to ensure safe 
transmission (note of 24 June under date 1 April 1695). 

A study of the minutes reveals that marriage proposals might be 
rejected or deferred for any of the following reasons: 


(i) the parties were not in good standing as Friegds; 

(ii) conflicting claims could not be cleared (earlier engagements 
or promises not dissolved, and the like); 

(iii) Friends felt it was too soon after the decease of a former 
spouse; 18 

(iv) withdrawal by one of the parties when the matter was already 
under consideration. 


Dissatisfaction with the conduct of the parties was another cause 
of difficulty (13 July, 10 Aug. 1702). A certificate of clearance granted 
to one Friend was given, but it was to contain “nothing therein to 
recommend his conversation” (4 July 1698). Another couple, whose 
rash and inconsiderate engagement was an offence to Friends, were 
allowed to proceed nonetheless, 


since they have soe farr proceeded to obtaine the concent of their 
parrents, and also ingadged themselves in affection to each other, 
this Meetings sence is that as they ought to marry to prevent worss 
consequence that may attend them ... (22 April 1700). 


When all matters seemed clear and enquiries had revealed no 
impediment, the next step was to order publication of the proposed 
marriage at a meeting for worship, “that upon such publique 
notice, if any have ought theragainst they may have opportunity 
to acquaint friends” (24 Feb. 1668; B.R.S. xxvi. 8). 


Publication of Intention 


Marriage intentions were regularly announced at the close of the 
Friday meetings for worship. When the Men’s Meeting passed a 
marriage for publication, a paper or certificate authorising it was 
given to the parties concerned for them to hand to the Friend by 
whom they desired the announcement to be made.!° On this certifi- 
cate the publisher signed his name and date of publication, and this 
was recorded as evidence of the announcement and that there had 
been no objections. The entry of this record in the minutes marked 
the successful passage of the proposals through the meetings.

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Expedited Procedure &c 


When proceedings were delayed only for the receipt of a certificate 
of clearance, which might be expected sometime well before the fol- 
lowing Men’s Meeting was due to be held, then a couple of named 
Friends might be authorised to give the Meeting’s consent on sight 
of the document so that proceedings need not be delayed (18 Nov. 
1689, 21 Jan. 1695). 

Some Friends did evade the discipline of the meeting. Joseph Hort 
married his sister-in-law Mary Hort at his own house on 14 May 
1693, and this clandestine marriage, being ‘‘fowlle and reproachfull’’, 
was disowned (29 May 1693; disownment read 21 July 1693). The 
most notable example of an unauthorised marriage was that of 
Nathaniel Wade to Ann (Vickris) Davis (4 July 1687) after the Men’s 
Meeting had refused to sanction it (6 June 1687).2° 

Friends endeavoured to settle matrimonial disputes among mem- 
bers. They issued a paper of condemnation in a case which ended 
in a separation where the parties could not be reconciled (8 Feb. 
1692). Their objection to priestly claims did not lead them to deny 
the validity of church weddings for those who went to church, but 
any Friend who was married at church would be dealt with, as was 
James Williams: 


the Meting haveing intimation of his former mariage to have been 
by the preist whilest he did profes the truth he was dealt with 
about it, and he signified that he was sorry for the same, with 
hopes of more faithfulness in tyme to come (20 April 1691). 


DISPUTES 


The protracted dispute between John Fallowfield and Joshua Cart 
(1 Jan., 12 & 26 Feb., 17 June, 1 July 1700) is an example of the 
care which Friends exercised in trying to resolve conflicts and busi- 
ness differences among members. Three months later some Friends 
met at Thomas Callowhill’s to try to settle the disagreement between 
John Fallowfield and Samuel Cart, who was in America (8 Oct. 
1700). Arguments about business dealings, sometimes running back 
for several years needed painstaking and knowledgeable Friends to 
probe and settle them. 

Friends were encouraged to compose their differences by arbi- 
tration if they could not do it between themselves (5 Aug. 1695, 13 
& 27 Sept. 1697). Arbitration is based on consent, and only when 
one party refused to agree to a settlement by this means did the 
Men’s Meeting consider that the other party might even consider 
taking legal action (23 July 1694).

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THE QUERIES 


The Queries which first appear in the minutes of 17 June 1700 
had been decided upon at London Yearly Meeting held earlier. They 
contain nothing to correspond with Friends’ modern 15th Query 
which closes with the words “‘...are you careful not to defraud the 
public revenue?” 

If the seventeenth-century Queries had contained such an enquiry 
it is doubtful how the Friends who were involved in the tobacco 
customs fraud in the port at the end of 1690 would have answered 
it clearly. There is a good deal of evidence calendared in the 
Calendars of State Papers and Treasury Books of the period, but 
nothing in Friends’ records mentions the matter or gives reason to 
think that the Friends involved suffered from the shadow which 
might have been cast over their reputations. 

Not quite the same is true of another Friend, Richard Gotley, 
a subscriber to Friends’ funds at this time and buried as a Friend 
when he died. He would have had difficulty in giving a clear answer 
to Friends’ modern 21st Query—‘‘Do you faithfully maintain our 
witness against all war, and all preparation for it...” Richard Gotley 
was concerned in the ship Virginia Merchant which carried a letter 
of marque in 1690.2! Two years later, he secured his discharge in 
a case where he was accused of breaking the embargo by sending 
a ship to Virginia, by raising forty-seven seamen for naval service. 
Later still Richard Gotley was claiming payment of a debt from the 
crown of nearly £4000 due to him for transport services (presum- 
ably shipping troops to Ireland).?? 


WILLIAM PENN IN BRISTOL 


The most notable Friend resident in the city during part of this 
period was William Penn. It is thought that he had a hand in laying 
out the Callowhill property east of the Friars in the streets which 
until the clearances of the last thirty years bore the names of 
Philadelphia, Penn, Hollister and Callowhill streets, although build- 
ing in these locations was not completed for half a century.?? 

William Penn was in Bristol, and dated letters enable his move- 
ments to be traced in 1694 and 1695. On 27 Dec. 1694 he was at 
Wrington, and was accompanied part way to Bristol by John 
Whiting who was on his way to attend North Somerset Monthly 
Meeting at Barrow on the following day.2+ Penn was at Wrington

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again in November 1695 and lodged with John Whiting.?> At this 
time his marriage proposals with Hannah Callowhill were before 
Bristol Men’s Meeting (11, 25 Nov. 1695). Horsham Monthly 
Meeting had appointment to enquire concerning his clearness on 
11 December, and the certificate was issued from Horsham on 
8 Jan. 1696 and received at the Men’s Meeting, 20 Jan. 1696. The 
proposed marriage was then published at a meeting for worship on 
the 24th, and passed clear on 3 Feb. 1696. The wedding took place 
on 5 March 1696.?° 

From that time forward, until he went to America for the second 
time (1699-1701), Penn was based in Bristol, and his name appears 
in the Men’s Meeting minutes. When he was planning a visit to 
Ireland, Bristol Men’s Meeting granted him a certificate to take with 
him (25 April 1698) and also sent a letter to Dublin Half Yearly 
Meeting. By the autumn Penn was back in Bristol, for he dated the 
preface to A Defence of a paper entitled ‘‘Gospel-truths’”’ from Bristol, 
23 Sept. 1698, and wrote an epistle to Irish Friends, 13 Oct. 1698.27 
A fortnight later he was present at the Men’s Meeting when his son, 
William, Junior first appeared proposing marriage with Mary Jones 
(24 Oct. 1698). Penn was in London in November and visited Charles 
Marshall,?® whose account of the coming of Camm and Audland 
to the city in 1654 is one of the major sources for the history of 
the birth of Quakerism in the city of Bristol. Charles Marshall died 
15 Nov. 1698. 

William Penn was back in Bristol for his son’s wedding on 
12 Jan. 1699. On 30 Jan. he wrote to Robert Harley from Bristol,2° 
and in May he was appointed one of the city’s representatives to 
London Yearly Meeting (22 May 1699). Two months later (17 July 
1699) William Penn signified his intention to go shortly to his 
province of Pennsylvania, and requested a certificate of removal 
“from the friends of this citty as from the place of his habetation”’. 
A certificate was ordered to be prepared, and with that he and his 
family departed. When they returned to England in 1701 they did 
not settle in Bristol sufficiently for him again to serve on meeting 
appointments, but Hannah at least was in Bristol when some of the 
children were born, and again for some time in 1712 on the death 
of her parents. 


REMOVALS 


Removals from one place to another are not so well documented 
at this period as they came to be later, particularly after the rules 
for settlement were revised in 1737. The inconvenience caused by

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Friends removing and then having to write back to Bristol for 
certificates was clear. Tobias Dymock wrote from Barbados, 7 Nov. 
1694; Samuel Langford from Antigua, 30 Dec. 1694; and Ann Har- 
wood from London, 10 Jan. 1695. James Logan was in Pennsylvania 
two years before he sent back for a certificate (26 Jan., 9 Feb. 1702). 

The Men’s Meeting asked Friends generally to take note of 
strangers coming to live in the city, and if they professed to be 
Friends to ask them to produce a certificate from their last place 
of abode (26 July 1698). It took a long time before the practice 
became general, and in a large city meeting some would slip in un- 
observed and remain unremarked. 

Pennsylvania provides evidence of other fields where Friends’ 
discipline was exercised. In 1700 Meeting for Sufferings in London 
reported that complaints had been received of the bad behaviour 
of young men, sons or servants of Friends, who went over to 
America to dispose of cargoes. Bristol Men’s Meeting agreed to the 
request that Friends going over should be recommended by certifi- 
cate to Friends’ meetings in the colonies, so that meetings there 
could exercise some oversight over them (11 March, 8 April 1700). 
The Men’s Meeting further made an appointment to write to Friends 
in Pennsylvania “to observe the like methood with the friends that 
come from thence, & to caution them not to use any indirect ways 
or meanes to induce people to goe over as servants or passengers”. 

About this time there were rumours in Bristol about kidnapping 
and transporting people to America, and that one Friend was impli- 
cated in the traffic. The matter came before the Monthly Meeting 
on 24 April 17003° and was referred to the Men’s Meeting. There, 
on 6 May, John Fallowfield was named in this connection, and three 
Friends were asked to investigate and to give him such advice as 
they found necessary.>! 

A letter from Exeter Friends came before the Men’s Meeting at 
this time. It complained that people from Devon were emigrating 
to Pennsylvania, leaving debts unpaid at home, and asked for co- 
operation from Bristol Friends in preventing the evil.*? John 
Hurford, one of the persons complained of, produced a certificate 
from Cullompton Monthly Meeting which stated that he left there 
free of debt (20 May 1700). This led Bristol Friends to send to 
Exeter a reply chiding them for making unfounded charges against 
an innocent traveller. However, Exeter replied with a letter and 
certificates to demonstrate that debts due from John Hurford were 
still outstanding. One concludes that Cullompton Friends must have 
issued their certificate without adequate enquiry.

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In one case the existence of a debt was uncovered in the course 
of an enquiry in answer to a request for a certificate of clearance 
for marriage. The information was to be sent in the letter with which 
the certificate was transmitted (16 Oct. 1693). 


THE CLERKSHIP 


The clerkship of the Men’s Meeting during the whole of this period 
appears to have been in the hands of Thomas Callowhill. The great 
majority of the written minutes are in his hand, and there is a 
marginal addition to a minute written when he was absent from the 
city attending London Yearly Meeting (13 May 1695). Three Friends 
were appointed to assist the clerk (27 April 1696), but the hand- 
writing of other Friends (perhaps Charles Harford and Benjamin 
Coole) may be identified in the volume as well. The most charac- 
teristic and recognisable hand of these is that of Richard Snead, and 
the fact that he was charged with the care of meeting documents 
seems to have been widely understood and accepted. Letters for the 
Men’s Meeting addressed to Richard Snead, Castle Street survive 
in the collection. 

Richard Snead was asked to meet with all the trustees of gifts 
for the poor, in order to settle the same “in some good methood” 
(3 May 1692). The trustees did not manage to recover Jasper Cart- 
wright’s legacy, which had slipped out of Friends’ hands, but they 
did arrange for the transfer of the property to new trustees. With 
the establishment of the Workhouse a few years later, the money 
was secured on that property, and new legacy money was also 
employed there for the use of the poor through that institution. 


FINANCE 


The last decade of the seventeenth century was one when Bristol 
Friends took various small measures to improve their administra- 
tion. Collection lists survive from 1686.33 There are regular appoint- 
ments to audit the treasurer’s accounts. In 1700 the meeting accounts 
were handed over to be looked after by the Workhouse Com- 
mittee; that committee being in a good position to consider affairs 
and pay bills promptly at its weekly meetings (5 Oct. 1700). 

Money was raised by subscription and house to house collection. 
Towards the close of the century the subscription lists were divided 
into the three divisions of (i) the city, (ii) the out parts north of 
the Avon, and (iii) over the Bridge (south part). Subscription papers 
for each division were given to two collectors who went round to 
receive the money. The operation usually took about three months 
to complete. Collections were held approximately every two years, 
depending on when the treasurer was running short of cash. About 
£100 was raised each time.

finishing of our Workhouse, & other nessesary services for trueth 
& Friends in this citty. 


In this case the Workhouse is specifically mentioned, in place of 
the more usual phrase about “the care of our poor”. 


CHARITY 


The minutes throw light on the way in which Friends dealt with 
relief calls in so far as they were able. Occasional collections were 
made for national causes brought to the meeting’s notice. Thus, for 
instance, the French Protestants in Bristol in 1688 (26 March, 
9 April 1688)3* and the briefs for the ‘suffering protestant Chris- 
tians of the Principallity of Oring” (21 Feb., 6 March 1704) were 
collected for; and some of these subscription lists survive. The 
Orange house to house collection brought in over £78, but fire briefs 
received by the meeting were usually dealt with in the Men’s Meeting 
and do not appear to have gone for a comprehensive collection. 
Thus, the brief for the Streatham, Isle of Ely fire (7 June 1695, loss 
£2170) was answered with a Men’s Meeting contribution of 8s. 
(20 July 1696), and at the same meeting the brief for a fire at St. 
Olave’s, Southwark (27 July 1695, loss £4990) received 12s. 

Friends who suffered losses by fire in various parts of the country 
might have their emergency needs brought to the notice of Friends 
elsewhere. For instance, Buckinghamshire Quarterly Meeting appeal 
on behalf of James Smith of Aylesbury, came before the Men’s 
Meeting, 8 Aug. 1692. £32 16s. was subscribed and collected on his 
behalf and remitted for his use. Friends in Warwick wrote on 
20 Oct. 1694 to Thomas Speed and Charles Jones concerning a loss 
by fire in the town. The letter came before the Men’s Meeting and 
it was considered, but action was deferred because the appeal did 
not appear to have come from a regular meeting (29 Oct. 1694). 
The Fordingbridge fire collection realised £61 (28 Dec. 1702, 
8 Feb. 1703) to help Friends in that town who had lost goods and 
property of more than £900 in value, “som of them very neare if 
not all they had in this world”. 

An appeal from Meeting for Sufferings in London for contri- 
butions to relieve distress among Irish Friends came before the 
Men’s Meeting on 5 September 1692. A subscription was then 
begun, and £162 was collected and remitted to London (3, 17 Oct. 
1692). £16 of this sum came from a meeting house door collection 
on Sunday 9 Oct. 1692.35

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Stranded travellers sometimes needed assistance (10, 28 Sept. 
1696). At the end of 1703 two Friends were set on their journey 
home, one of them having been in a vessel from Carolina cap- 
tured by the French, “& landing in the west countrie came to this 
citty destitute” (15 Nov., 13 Dec. 1703). On 21 Oct. 1700 a proposal 
was made to the meeting to send Benjamin White over to his uncle 
in Pennsylvania; but this was not proceeded with because the ship- 
master refused to take the lad without security. Another difficulty 
occurred when, having spent over £11 in equipping John Richard- 
son and James Bates “‘two Friends late arrived from America” with 
horses, saddles, boots and shoes, the meeting found that they could 
not be reimbursed from the National Stock by London Friends, 
“They aleadging that they are charged with the care of those that 
travell beyond the sea, but have not direction from the yearly meet- 
ing to beare charges after their retorne” (28 June 1703). 

Local poor relief among Friends was largely in the hands of the 
Women’s Meeting, and it is unfortunate that their records for the 
period do not survive.2° Women Friends had a list of Friends in 
receipt of regular relief, and one of those due for coal money in 
the winter. Women’s Meeting funds came from regular collections 
among their own members, but they needed backing up from time 
to time, as when on 25 June 1694 they were out of cash, and the 
interest from legacy money was put into their hands. A few cases 
needing aid were dealt with by the Men’s Meeting. The position 
changed considerably after 1696 with the establishment of the 
Workhouse. 

Occasional relief might come through grants made directly by the 
Men’s Meeting for such objects as apprenticeship premiums (22 July 
1695, 15 Feb. 1697), clothing (21 Jan. 1695, 6 Oct. 1701), rent 
(26 Aug. 1700), to pay for a cure for madness (9 Feb., 20 April, 
29 June 1702), money to purchase cork to keep Robert Toplife at 
work (10 May 1697),37 or money for a coffin (21 Sept. 1702). A 
loan was made to Elizabeth Wheaton late of Cork “she being 
industruous & in a hopefull way to improve the same for her 
livelyhood”’ (1 July 1689). 

Friends agreed to pay John Filbridge’s rent so that he could live 
outside the Workhouse because they did not wish to.receive his wife 
there (1 Jan., 26 Aug. 1699), but the more usual proceeding was 
to place regular receivers of assistance under the care of the Women’s 
Meeting. This was the plan adopted with the Widow Holder of 
Bishport, who had “fallne into decay & not longer able to subsist 
without the assistance of Friends’ (30 June 1701). 

Settlement difficulties were infrequent (14 June, 9 & 23 Aug. 1703), 
but there were times when relief was to be given anonymously “not

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as publickly from this meeting, least he may have farther expecta- 
tion from us’ (18 Feb. 1695), and again, when Friends were advised 
if they gave relief to a certain person “to doe it as of privet charety, 
for that friends doe not give him countenance as a friend” (14 Jan. 
1698). The long running case of Joseph and Rebecca Russell is 
represented in the records which survive by a group of bonds and 
receipts dating from around 1699 and 1700.3° The case also presents 
the unusual picture of Friends recommending Rebecca Russell to 
apply to the local overseers of the poor in Bedminster or elsewhere 
(26 Aug. 1700), but doubtless Friends would act thus only because 
they judged that they could not accept her conduct as that becoming 
a Friend (24 May 1697). 


FRIENDS’ WORKHOUSE 


The most notable transformation in poor relief during the period 
was undoubtedly the establishment of Friends’ Workhouse. Thomas 
Callowhill and other Friends were engaged in the Corporation of 
the Poor, and it was possibly the delay in inaugurating the Mint 
Workhouse undertaking in the autumn of 1696 which helped to per- 
suade Friends to embark on their own enterprise. At the Men’s Meet- 
ing on 28 Sept. 1696 ten Friends were appointed to consider of some 
method to relieve the distress among “divers poor friends, weavers 
&c.”’ who were ‘‘in want of worke to imploy themselves for a liveli- 
hood”. The steps in the development can be followed through the 
minutes, for, although a management committee was appointed 
when the scheme was approved, the committee reported back for 
guidance from time to time when difficulties appeared, or when 
assistance was required in attracting workers (23 Nov. 1696) and 
supporting finance. The committee also reported troubles “‘in 
makeing the stuffs for sale” (5 Feb. 1697). The Men’s Meeting’s 
reaction was to encourage the committee to pursue the venture “‘for 
the intrest of the poore, the best they can, to continue them in 
imployment’’. 

Three of the Workhouse committee went up to London in 1697 
as representatives to Yearly Meeting, and they would there be able 
to give the benefit of the experience gained in Bristol to Friends 
in London who were considering how best to implement John 
Bellers’ scheme for employing the poor. The letter to monthly and 
quarterly meetings from Benjamin Bealing for Meeting for Sufferings 
and Second Day’s Morning Meeting, 2 July 1697, which resulted 
from the deliberations about the College of Industry proposals,>° 
came before Bristol Men’s Meeting on 27 Sept. 1697, but there is 
no further minute to show results from it. 

To finance the Workhouse project the Men’s Meeting authorised 
the calling in of legacy money out at interest, and employed the cash

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in the venture on the personal guarantee of members of the meeting 
(26 Oct. 1696). Later on the meeting agreed to guarantee £200 ad- 
vanced by Charles Harford as a loan for one year at 5 percent to 
the Workhouse, because “‘their money is all wrought up into stuffs 
& wares, tooles &c.” (19 July, 2 Aug. 1697). 

Accommodation in the first building occupied for the work proved 
unsatisfactory, and the committee decided that a new building was 
needed (8 Nov. 1697). The Men’s Meeting agreed and was helpful 
in finding some suitable ground available as a site for a new build- 
ing on Nathaniel Wade’s property in the Lamb Ground outside 
Lawford’s Gate down towards the River Froom (22 Nov. 1697). 
The meeting proceeded to draw a model of a workhouse fit to be 
built there, and to secure estimates (6 Dec. 1697). 

Friends were still negotiating the purchase from Major Wade in 
April 1698, and there were difficulties of access, but the Men’s 
Meeting persevered. They appointed the building committee (4 July 
1698), promoted subscriptions (26 Sept. 1698, 5 June 1699), and 
finally secured the loaned money (15 Aug. 1698, 26 Feb. 1700) in 
the Workhouse buildings, in the street which the Men’s Meeting was 
to name in 1705 ‘‘New Street”. 

The Men’s Meeting was not involved in the running of the 
Workhouse, but it received the annual accounts (7 Nov. 1698 “whole 
with som advantage”; 13 Jan. 1701), agreed to indemnify the com- 
mittee in the risk of purchasing yarn in Ireland (1 Dec. 1701). It 
helped to look after the property. “The ditch by our Workhouse 
in somer season especially being noysious & offencive” was a con- 
tinual problem (25 March 1700), and it had finally to be covered 
in (12 July 1703). Friends pitched a footway from Lawford’s Gate 
or Bullpanch Lane into the Workhouse, the way “being apt by weat 
weather to be myreie” (24 Aug. 1702). Later on, a further strip of 
ground was purchased from Major Wade (10 Jan. 1704), to provide 
space for the erection of houses. 

Unfortunately the Workhouse ledger has been lost, but the 
collection of papers preserved by the Committee on registers of 1842 
throws some light on the trading activities. Production and sale con- 
tinued with varying fortunes until about 1721. The chief article 
manufactured was the sort of woollen stuffs called cantaloons, a 
commodity in which the Mint Workhouse also dealt. It was not one 
which everybody wished to be concerned with. John Row, whose 
family Friends had been relieving, wrote from London that he did 
not wish to return to Bristol to weave cantaloons and would rather 
have his sister and his son to go to him in London (16 Aug. 1697). 

When the new Workhouse on the Lamb Ground was built, 
Friends had more room to offer to their aged and infirm poor 
(9 Oct., 6 & 20 Nov. 1699; 26 Feb. 1700) for whom they had pre- 
viously been paying the rent, and also for the poor children. They 
also had room for lodging their workless, although they would not 
house unsatisfactory tenants, but still offered work to such (1 Jan. 
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1700). The appointment of a matron is noticed (12 Feb., 17 June 
1700; 30 June 1701). Difficulties in accommodating both old people 
and children under the same roof may be the reason for the minute 
of 12 Jan. 1702 where the Women’s Meeting is to be asked to en- 
deavour to see that women Friends in the Workhouse should be 
given work to do. 

The success of the Workhouse through the first half of the 
eighteenth century was in its school. Boys were admitted and pro- 
vided with instruction, and afterwards taught the weaving trade, but 
even when the work was given up the school continued to give a 
good education to which Friends’ sons were able to have access 
(17 Nov., 1 Dec. 1701). The accommodation was ample; and the 
building was again called into use for educational purposes when 
the First-day schools were established in the nineteenth century, 
before the Cutlers’ Hall premises at the Friars were available. 


FRIENDS’ SCHOOLS 


When the Friars meeting house was re-occupied in July 1686*° 
the school which Lawrence Steel had conducted there was not re- 
opened, and it is not until 1690 that we find a meeting school again 
recorded. Patrick Logan then offered his services and came as a 
schoolmaster (30 June, 14 July 1690). During the interim Friends 
would have been able to send their children to be taught by private 
schoolmasters, and these continued to flourish. It would be these 
schools, as well as the meeting’s school, which would be visited by 
some weighty Friends at the Men’s Meeting’s request “‘to observe 
and advise” (10 May, 5 July 1697; 24 Oct. 1698). Visits of inspec- 
tion may have first come about as the result of discussions at Bristol 
Yearly Meeting which had been held during the week before 10 May 
1697. These appointments illustrate the interest which the meeting 
took in the schools. 

The type of schoolmaster sought is shown in the minute of 10 
Dec. 1694; one Friend offered was John Salkeld—but the meeting 
considered his 22 years were not enough for the job, “being desireous 
that wee might have a grave sober man, his wife a good motherly 
woman, fitt to table & cherish up lads”’. 

A letter from William Sewel the Quaker historian exists, dated 
Amsterdam, 2 Aug. 1696, in which he declines a proposal made by 
William Penn that he might come to Bristol to take charge of the 
school.4! These records come from the time when it was not certain 
whether James Logan would continue in the school which his father 
had started in 1690. In the event, James Logan stayed until 1698 
and then went to Pennsylvania with William Penn in 1699. It was 
no coincidence that brought Alexander Arscott to the city in August 
1699. On 7 August the name of Alexander Arscott, “a scholler who

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is lately convinced of truth”, was referred to the Men’s Meeting from 
the Monthly Meeting, with the intention that he might be offered 
the mastership of the school proposed to be established in the Work- 
house. The proposal came before the Men’s Meeting the following 
week (14 Aug. 1699) and a committee of fourteen Friends was 
appointed to meet and make arrangements for Alexander Arscott 
to teach in the Workhouse.*2 

Boys, children of Friends who were not able to pay for schooling, 
were able to be recommended to Alexander Arscott to be taught 
at the school (1 July 1700, 2 June 1701). Arrangements were made 
for inspection of the school; four Friends were asked ‘“‘to examine 
the same ... once in a moneth or oftner if they see occation” (24 
Aug. 1702). The Men’s Meeting authorised payments to Samuel 
Godfrey, who was employed as writing master (1 July 1700), and 
a settlement of accounts at the Workhouse Committee is noted (2 
June 1701). In March 1701 the purchase of a good large Bible for 
the use of the school was authorised. 

In Alexander Arscott Bristol Friends not only found a school- 
master but also secured a meeting clerk to succeed Thomas Callowhill 
in due time, and one who for more than a quarter of a century would 
stand at the centre of Friends’ meeting administration in the city. 
His death early in 1737 led to some re-organisation, and among the 
documents which survive from that period is the first Catalogue of 
records which gives information concerning some documents which 
were then existing, but have been lost for at least 150 years.*3 


THE MEETING HOUSES 


After the persecutions the condition of the meeting houses at Friars 
and Temple Street was deplorable. John Whiting describes how all 
the galleries were broken down at Friars, but Friends were meeting 
nonetheless.** The minutes printed at the close of the previous 
volume*> show that Friends were doing repairs on resuming posses- 
sion. The minutes in this volume do not present any evidence of 
subsequent major alterations. There are notes of roof and window 
repairs (8 June 1696, 6 Oct. 1701), taking down a chimney (24 March 
1701), and (perhaps significantly before the holding of Bristol Yearly 
Meeting) inserting windows in the gallery (4 March, 15 April 1695) 
and whiteliming (11 April 1698). Backs to the forms at Friars were 
authorised (15 May 1693, 10 Feb. 1701), and Friends in Temple 
Street came along with a request for backs to be made for the forms 
at their meeting house (17 Nov. 1701). The comfort of worshippers 
was also the consideration when porthole doors were ordered at

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Friars “‘to preserve the meeting from the cold winds” (15 Jan., 4, 
18 Nov. 1700). Other minor matters include the appointment of 
cleaners (15 July 1689, 20 Oct. 1701), payment for pitching the way 
to the side of the meeting house (11 Jan. 1692), the purchase of two 
Spanish tables (4 March 1695), and the action taken when complaints 
were made of danger to pedestrians from Friends’ coaches coming 
into the court and narrow lane near the Friars (11 Sept., 9 Oct. 1699). 
The Men’s Meeting asked that Friends should direct their carriages 
to wait for them in the broad street outside, and if this request was 
not heeded then they would consider putting up some barrier to keep 
coaches out. It will be seen that by the end of the century prosperous 
Friends were moving to houses in the suburbs and came in to meeting 
in style, although the majority of Friends would still be living within 
the city, which made it necessary, when the city gates were closed 
on Sundays, for payments to be made to the porter at Newgate to 
open the gate for Friends going in and out to the meeting at the 
Friars (20 Sept. 1703).*° 


BURIAL GROUNDS 


Friends’ burial ground at Redcliffe Pit continued in use through- 
out the period, and indeed did so until the nineteenth century. From 
1701 Friends were also burying in the ground behind the Friars meet- 
ing house (10 March 1701). This may have been allowed to ease 
the pressure on Redcliffe Pit, which by that time had been in use 
for thirty-five years. The Friars burial ground was referred to as 
being behind the Great meeting house, confirming that the original 
building (before the rebuilding of the 1740s) faced westwards, with 
entrance from Quakers Friars and Merchant Street. 

It may be mentioned that the third Bristol Friends’ burial ground, 
at the Workhouse, was brought into use later, and it is on portion 
of that land that the present Friars meeting house in River Street 
is situated. 


MEETINGS AT FAIR TIMES 


Readers of the minutes will notice the regular provision for meet- 
ings for worship both at Friars and at Temple Street meeting houses 
on Sundays at Fair time (16 July 1688, 13 Jan. 1690). Friends came 
to the fairs from all over the country to do business, and travelling 
ministers would often be found in the city about these times, and 
looked forward to meeting each other at Bristol fair. 

Meetings were held at both meeting houses morning and afternoon 
on 24 July 1687. John Whiting describes the scene in his memoirs, 
and points his moral at the end:

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In the 5th Month this Year, I and my Wife going to Bristol Fair, 
as usual, our Friend William Penn being there, where were mighty 
Meetings, notwithstanding the late Persecution in that City, I never 
knew greater, though I had been acquainted with them, and 
frequented them at times, when at Liberty, for about Sixteen 
Years, even from the Time of the Building of the Great Meeting- 
House there; People flock’d to them like Doves to the Windows; 
which I note to shew the Ineffectualness of Persecution, and that 
it never attains its End.*7 


Friends congregating in Bristol around the fair times make no 
appearance in the Men’s Meeting records, but one can sometimes 
catch a glimpse of them from the printed journals of their travels. 
For instance, we know that Thomas Story, Thomas Wilson and 
James Dickinson, three northern Friends, arrived in Bristol from 
Cirencester on 30 June 1693. They found Thomas Camm and Joseph 
Bains already in the city,+® and spent the next month, over the fair 
time, visiting Friends and attending meetings in the city and the sur- 
rounding country. The Summer Fair in 1693 may have proved a 
particularly active time, with many attracted to the Sunday meetings, 
because at the next Men’s Meeting after the Fair (7 Aug. 1693), 
the usual morning meeting (previously held at Temple Street) was 
directed to be moved to the Great meeting house at the Friars. Pro- 
vision was made for a meeting at Temple Street in the afternoons 
“to accomodate the weake, aged & such friends as desires a meeting 
might be continued beyond the bridg”. 

A further development, not adopted then, but brought in later, 
was under consideration on 4 Dec. 1699, when there was a proposal 
that two meetings should be held at each meeting house on Sundays 
throughout the year. 


RUDE Boys 


Boys playing about in the meetings and outside had caused prob- 
lems before, and difficulties came up again soon after the meeting 
houses were resumed. In Oct. 1686 the Men’s Meeting appointed 
some Friends to sit at the stairs to stop boys rushing down from 
the gallery (31 Oct. 1686), and this was followed by a series of ap- 
pointments for men Friends to sit in the gallery to prevent the boys 
being rude, or hurrying out “at the end of a friends Prayer’. Youths 
“observed to be unsober in the meetings”, or who “‘by their apparrell 
or conversation have been an offence to friends’ were to be visited 
(25 May 1698). 

The trouble spilled over outside. Boys played outside the meeting 
house during meeting times (24 Aug., 7 Sept. 1691). The grand in- 
quest at Quarter Sessions in October 1694 presented children for

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playing in the streets during service, and requested the constables 
to act*?. This may have been in Friends’ minds when further troubles 
led to a surprising minute asking that the constables should be called 
upon to bring their staves to be in readiness at meeting times to 
seize “‘such boyes as play & idle about disorderly” (6 Jan. 1696). 
The matter came up again (12 Sept. 1698, 9 Oct. 1699) when there 
were complaints of youths disturbing the neighbourhood of the 
Friars during meeting time, “also that some young men do go out 
of the meeting to walk abroad”. Appointments were made to try 
and stop the disorder. A paper of caution to families warned that 
they must not take it hard if their children or servants were found 
in Bridewell, ‘“‘since the government is strict in this case for the sup- 
pression of vice & looseness” (21 April 1701). 

Friends’ care for seemly behaviour in and about their meetings 
also found expression in a minute of 27 April 1696, which observed 
with some dismay that some, after they had attended meeting, were 
“not soe weighty & retired as becomes them ... but insteede thereof 
walke abroad in companie with worldly people to their hurt”. 

It is not surprising therefore that some prominent Friends, like 
Charles Harford, Charles Jones Junior and Cornelius Sarjeant, were 
engaged in the work of the Society for the Reformation of Manners 
which held its Bristol inaugural meeting at Sir John Duddlestone’s 
house, 8 March 1700.5° The meeting of the Society on 9 April 
1700 made an appointment to visit the proprietors of the Hotwell 
to express anxiety about the tippling that went on there on Sundays. 
Another cause of uneasiness to the Society was touched on when 
it was reported at the meeting on 8 Aug. 1700 that the corporation 
had, in response to representations, promised to suppress the stage 
plays which had become a feature of the fairs in recent years.°' Both 
these concerns—insobriety and the theatre—reflected Friends’ own 
ideas. The attendance of Martha Harford at the playhouse was noted 
by the Men’s Meeting as being “to the scandle & reproach of the 
religion” which she professed (14 Aug. 1699). 


THE MINISTRY 


It is not in the nature of the business minute books of meetings 
to reveal the nature of the messages which the Friends heard at their 
meetings for worship. That the meetings were well supplied with 
Friends in the district who had a gift in the ministry, supplemented 
from time to time by ministers travelling from other districts, seems 
to be confirmed in a minute of 18 March 1695, which provided for 
the reading of an Epistle General from William Penn at the end

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of a meeting; “if the time be not too fully taken up by publick 
Friends”. The wording had been amended from a sentence reading 
“... if there is noe publick travelling friends”. Perhaps the implica- 
tion was that if there was a visiting minister in the meeting there would 
be no time for more. Basing his calculations partly on the quantity of 
oats purchased by the meeting and consumed by Friends’ horses, 
William Tanner estimated that the number of ministers travelling to 
visit Bristol meeting probably numbered about one a fortnight for 
many years at this period and later.*?. 

Bristol Friends travelling abroad in the ministry included Mary 
Young and Paul Moone. Mary Young wrote to the Men’s Meeting, 
30 Jan. 1699, asking for Friends’ prayers for her on her visit to 
Ireland.** Paul Moone was given a certificate for his projected visit 
to Friends in Holland (6 May 1700). 

Prophetic ministry was acceptable to Friends, but prophecies of 
doom were not uncritically received, especially if they were so precise 
as to be challenged by the outcome of events. ** Bristol Friends could 
not stop warnings and messages being delivered in the streets, but 
the new feeling in the aftermath of toleration was turning towards 
quietism. Richard Bury was reprimanded for printing a collection 
of warnings (29 Dec. 1701). The collection included Richard Parker’s 
dream of a Bristol earthquake and flood,*> and John Hall’s predic- 
tion at meeting of a Bristol earthquake. *° 

In 1694 Thomas Wilson felt called to visit Bristol and mourn over 
Friends, and Thomas Rudd from Yorkshire walked through the 
streets crying out his warning to repentance.*7 Only Thomas Rudd’s 
message was recorded in the Men’s Meeting minutes (14 May 1694). 
Other messages include written letters of advice from John Love, 
Westgate Prison, Canterbury, 28 Jan. 1700, and Mary Obee, 
London, 30 Oct. 1700.5® There was also a spoken prophetic warning 
at meeting by Isaac Alexander, which led Bristol Friends to advise 
him to return home; they later said they thought he was a sincere 
young man, and that they could receive him if he came again.59 

Truly, as William Tanner said,°° 


We might look in vain among these devoted men and women for 
perfect examples or infallible teachers; but there were many

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faithful labourers in that day, whose example calls loudly upon 
us to follow them, as they followed Christ. 


Controversies continued to trouble the Society during the period. 
The minutes make no mention of the matter, but early in 1687 
Thomas Goldney and other Friends wrote to Thomas Curtis and 
other Reading Friends trying to persuade them to heal the rift which 
stemmed from the Wilkinson-Story division among Friends in that 
town, encouraging them to get back to the unity which Friends in 
Bristol had themselves with great efforts managed to maintain.°! 

Perhaps the “‘opposite testimonies” in meetings for worship which 
the Men’s Meeting met to consider on 13 Dec. 1692, may have been 
an echo from the Wilkinson-Story controversy of former years, or 
they may have been the first signs of the difficulties which Friends 
in this country experienced after the minute which Philadelphia 
Friends passed against George Keith in June 1692.°? The Keithian 
controversy did not spread generally in England until a couple of years 
later, but Bristol meetings had their share of dissension. It seems 
more likely that it was the old controversy rather than the new. 
Wilkinson-Storyism continued strong in Wiltshire for some years. 

The American contention had certainly spilled over into England 
by 1694, for, at the Friday meeting, 3 Aug. 1694 there was a disturb- 
ance when both Samuel Jennings and Thomas Budd were present. 
Thomas Budd was one of George Keith’s chief supporters, and 
Samuel Jennings represented the orthodox side in Philadelphia. This 
occurred about two months after George Keith’s disownment by 
Pennsylvania Friends had been upheld after a long discussion in 
London Yearly Meeting.°? 

There was trouble again in 1698. Thomas Kent, one of the 
Separatists, was in Bristol at the time of the summer fair, and a 
meeting of ministers issued a paper condemning him for imposing 
his ministry. The paper was read at meeting for worship on 31 July, 
and recorded in the Men’s Meeting minutes, 1 Aug. 1698. 

The following summer, George Keith was in the city. He called 
a meeting to dispute with Friends on points at issue, 24 July 1699. 
Friends declined to attend. The controversy which ensued may be 
followed in Keith’s Bristol Quakerism on the one side, and Benjamin 
Coole’s Sophistry detected (especially pages 37-46) on the other.°* At 
the same time the Wiltshire Separatist Arthur Ismead was burden- 
some with his long sermons. Six months later the winter fair 
was approaching and some Friends were appointed “to forbid and 
moderatly opose’”’ him if he sought to have access to the ministers’ 
gallery at meetings during the fair time (15 Jan. 1700).

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George Keith was here again in the summer of 1700. He an- 
nounced a “conference” with Friends at the Coopers’ Hall, 14 Aug. 
1700.°5 It was not just a coincidence that a couple of days before 
the appointed day 100 copies of the pamphlet The Truth cleared were 
taken from stock and distributed so that they might be given away 
by Friends “as they may see service” at the charge of the meeting 
(12 Aug. 1700). On 9 Sept. 1700 the Men’s Meeting had before it 
a paper written against George Keith’s reflections on Friends, and 
recommended that it be printed. It seems likely that this is the 
pamphlet which later appeared as Benjamin Coole’s Honesty the 
truest policy, with bears the date 28 Nov. 1700 at the end. 


PRINTED BOOKS 


The earliest Friends had used the printed word effectively to help 
spread their message and, although the flood of edifying and con- 
troversial material had subsided by the end of the century, Friends 
were still alive to the value of the press in spreading their views and 
consolidating the Society. Consideration was given to the spread of 
Friends’ books, both in the way of providing outlets for sale to 
members and to the public, and in the maintenance of a library in 
the meeting.°° In the minutes for 26 Dec. 1692 space was left for 
entering titles and prices of books received, and information was 
added there up to 1695. 

In an attempt to improve sales, Elias Osburne took a stock of 
Friends’ books to display in his shop (9 Jan., 6 Feb. 1693; 29 Nov. 
1703). 

Publication by subscription was a method which Friends adopted, 
and continued to use throughout the eighteenth century. The minutes 
occasionally mention subscription proposals which came from 
London inviting Friends to engage to purchase works which were 
proposed for printing; George Fox’s doctrinal books (7 Feb. 1704) 
and Barclay’s Apology (1 July, 9 Sept., 16 Dec. 1700; 13 Jan. 1701) 
provide examples.°’ In this field, Meeting for Sufferings issued a 
Renewed advice ... for preserving and spreading Friends books for 
printed distribution, to encourage a greater use of the books and 
pamphlets which Friends’ printers were producing.®® 

Towards the close of the seventeenth century several volumes of 
the collected works of the leaders of the Quaker movement were

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gathered together and published to bring the work of the ancient 
Friends afresh to readers of a new generation. As early as 1669 Bristol 
Meeting had been suggesting that the works of John Camm and 
John Audland should be printed.®® The volume finally appeared in 
1689 and it included a testimony written by George Fox, dated from 
Kingston upon Thames, 7 June 1689.7° George Fox died in 1691, 
and the London Yearly Meeting epistle that year had an appended 
note seeking information about his papers, epistles and manu- 
scripts.71 This note is preserved in the archives, as also is Benjamin 
Bealing’s letter concerning the catalogue of George Fox’s books and 
papers, dated from London, 24 May 1697.72 

The Men’s Meeting proposed printing William Dewsbury’s epistle 
of 4 Dec. 1686,7° and offered to take off 200 copies if the proposal 
were carried out.74 There is no further Men’s Meeting minute on 
the subject, but it is possible that the impression may be the one 
recorded in Joseph Smith’s Descriptive catalogue of Friends’ books, 
i.527, without printer’s name or place of publication. In 1698 Charles 
Harford Junior proposed to collect a volume of the sufferings of 
Friends in Bristol, and seven Friends were appointed to carry the 
project through (14 Feb. 1698). If the work was done, no such volume 
appears to survive. 

In July 1699 the Men’s Meeting ordered copies of Joseph Wyeth’s 
Switch for the Snake, 1699,75 to be presented to the city’s members 
of Parliament, to John Dutton Colt, to the former M.P. Sir John 
Knight, to John Hall the Bishop, and to Richard Codrington (17 
July 1699). This exercise was probably meant to counteract the anti- 
Quaker propaganda which would be expected to be at a peak about 
the summer Fair. Other controversial books are mentioned in the 
minutes. Benjamin Coole, among others, was a controversialist with 
his Quakers cleared, 1696 (31 Aug. 1696) against Samuel Young and 
Henry Winder, and with Honesty the truest policy, 1700 (16 Dec. 
1700; 27 July 1702) against George Keith, and (with William Penn) 
The truth of God, 1699 (13, 27 Feb., 12 July 1699). William Bonny 
had set up his press in Bristol in 1695, and The truth of God was 
printed by him. A small group of Friends met at Charles Harford’s 
house behind All Saints church at 7 p.m. 13 Feb. 1699 to make 
some small corrections and to settle the printer’s account. There were 
500 copies, and the Meeting decided to give 400 of them away, and 
leave 100 to be sold by Elias Osburne.

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BRISTOL AND THE COUNTRY MEETINGS 


Bristol Meeting, large and well supplied with ministers, was in 
a position to be a source of strength to the surrounding country 
Friends. To help in an individual way, Bristol Friends wereencouraged 
when they could to attend the little meeting which was held each 
month at Kingsweston (15 July 1694). 

The assistance which surrounding meetings could derive from 
Bristol must be considered against the drawing off of support which 
small country meetings might suffer when rural Friends preferred 
to attend the large city meetings. That this danger was felt is evident. 
North Somerset Monthly Meeting at Chew, 25 Oct. 1695 complained 
of Whitchurch and Brislington Friends going to Bristol to meeting, 
rather than holding their own gatherings. The Friends concerned 
were visited, and the visits were reported at the following monthly 
meeting held at Wrington, 29 Nov. 1695.76 

Robert Vickris, a successful merchant, moved to Chew. On his 
death in 1684 his estate came to his son Richard Vickris, and Richard 
proved to be a pillar to the little meeting at Chew for the next twenty 
years.’?7 Not always was removal to the country so successful from 
the Quaker point of view. Sometimes the incomers readily accepted 
the customs of their rural neighbours. For instance, the case of John 
Coysgarne, son of Sampson Coysgarne of Bristol, was under con- 
sideration at the monthly meeting held at Chew, 24 Nov. 1693, when 
he had to be dealt with for hunting and other activities of which 
Friends did not approve.78 


BRISTOL YEARLY MEETING 


Another means of assisting the spread of Quakerism, and of 
strengthening the movement in the west of England was found by 
the establishment of Bristol Yearly Meeting in 1695. The proposal 
was to hold a meeting in the city in the spring, about three weeks 
before the time of London Yearly Meeting 


to be holden for the Worshiping of God, both in a generall way 
and alsoe yet more perticularly for freinds amongst & by them- 
selves, as alsoe yet more perticularly for all those of our freinds 
& brethren that have a publick testimony, who many of them being 
so remote from London can hardly reach it, and so consequently 
are deprived of those good oppertunityes & comfortable seasons 
that others nearer do frequently enjoye.79

Bristol Yearly Meeting began in 1695 with the meetings for worship 
on Sunday 21 April. City Friends and some travelling ministers had 
met to agree on procedure at Peter Young’s house on the previous 
Saturday afternoon.®? The Sunday’s meetings for worship were held 
both at Friars and at Temple Street, morning and afternoon.§* 
Ministers met at the Friars at 7 a.m. on Monday, and the general 
men’s meeting met there in the Great Low Room at 2 p.m. and 
at the same hour the Women’s meeting gathered in the upper room.®* 
On Tuesday the normal weekday meeting for worship was held at 
the Friars in the morning, and the Yearly Meeting Men’s meeting 
continued there by adjournment at 3 p.m. and issued an epistle at 
the close of its deliberations.°° 

By the end of the week, the travelling ministers who had come 
to the city for the meetings were away continuing their journeys. 
Thomas Story and Aaron Atkinson, for instance, who seem to have 
stayed with Richard Snead during the meetings in Bristol, were at 
Marshfield meeting on Friday, 26 April, 1695.87 

In 1696 the Yearly Meeting met on 11 May. John Gratton was 
there,8® and Charles Marshall sent an epistle to the meeting.°° Two 
epistles were written from the meeting, one general, the other to 
London Yearly Meeting, signed by William Penn and others.°° The 
London Second day morning meeting wrote to Bristol Yearly Meet- 
ing, 19 April 1697;9! William Edmundson and John Barcroft from 
Ireland were present that year.°? 

In 1698 the programme settled into a pattern which continued 
for a long time. The ministers met from 7 to 8 a.m. on Monday; 
the General Men’s meeting at the Friars began at 3 p.m. and the 
Women met at the same hour in Temple Street. The Men’s meeting 
continued by adjournment at the Friars at 3 p.m. on Tuesday, and 
the proceedings were rounded off on Wednesday, 25 May with a 
general parting meeting for worship at 8 a.m. followed at 3 p.m.,

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“above stairs” at the Friars, by a meeting to draw up the epistle.°3 

Dorset Quarterly Meeting objected in 1699 to Bristol Yearly Meet- 
ing Queries. They felt that this was an exercise of discipline which 
should be the prerogative of London Yearly Meeting only.°* The 
matter was considered at London Yearly Meeting and a minute was 
passed concerning the powers of the regional yearly meetings, 31 May 
1699. This minute was entered in the Bristol Yearly Meeting 
records so that the position was clearly understood.°> These meetings 
continued to be held annually almost to the close of the eighteenth 
century. The Men’s Meeting came into the planning stage and 
regularly appointed the doorkeepers for the sessions. Considerable 
audiences of Friends and others were attracted to the meetings, and 
it proved necessary to have these appointments “‘to prevent disorders 
or rude people pressing in”. After the 1698 meetings the Men’s 
Meeting noted that they needed to appoint ‘“‘som friends that are 
more antient and resolved to take care of the dores” (6 June 1698).

MEN’Ss MINUTES, 1686-1704 


The basic source for the transactions of Bristol Friends’ meeting 
is the volume catalogued as ‘‘The minutes of the Men’s meeting held 
once in two weeks from 30th of 6th month [August] 1686 to 29th of 3rd 
month[May] 1704.” The volume, like its predecessor and its successors 
up to 1760, is a tall narrow book bound in gatherings of eight leaves, 
about 40cm. x 154cm., with chain-lines in the paper running hori- 
zontally. The binding, in full leather with panelled upper and lower 
covers is, like that of the preceding volume, to the standard pattern 
adopted by the Bristol Friends’ committee on registers in 1842. There 
is a red morocco label on the spine, blocked in gold: C.1842 A.2. 
A paper label, bearing the number 202, gives the number assigned 
in William Henry Woolley’s supplementary catalogue of 1933. The 
end-papers are marbled. To a fly-leaf is pasted a sheet noting refer- 
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ences to financial and property matters, dated 10 mo. 1847. The 
first leaf was originally unnumbered, but has been numbered i, ii 
in pencil. The text begins half way down p. ii, and continues on the 
next page (numbered 1) and runs through to page 269. Minutes end 
on p. 269. The last three pages have been numbered 270-272 in pencil, 
and various notes appear on 270 and 272; 271 is blank. 

This volume is the answer to the final minute in the previous 
volume (B.R.S. xxvi, 190) where Thomas Callowhill was asked to 
provide a new book, and the majority of the minutes written in this 
volume are in his handwriting. The handwriting of Richard Snead 
appears three or four times most years, when Thomas Callowhill 
was away (31 Jan. 1687, etc.). Other hands are to be found, and 
some of the minutes may have been written by Charles Harford, 
and (in later years) by Benjamin Coole. The earliest occasion when 
Alexander Arscott’s hand appears seems to be 6 Nov. 1699, not long 
after he had arrived in the city to take over the school.

NOTE ON TRANSCRIPTION 


THE aim in this edition has been to reproduce the text as finally 
left by the clerk of the meeting when he drew up each minute, and 
also to indicate any amendments in the text, made at the time of 
the meeting, which add to the sense of each item, or which show 
how the final wording was arrived at. Deleted matter which adds 
to the sense is indicated in a note. 

The more formal calendared minutes are printed within square 
brackets. 

A note in the text indicates the addition of further material (usually 
ata subsequent meeting, to report action, to add supplementary names 
to an appointment, or the like). Such additions often begin with a 
new date, but a note ‘“‘Added later’, has been made wherever neces- 
sary. Scribal errors and repetitions, whether amended in the original 
or not, are ignored when they add nothing to the sense. 

Square brackets enclose added matter; usually interpolated to 
elucidate the sense (for instance, the names of months are added 
to the numbers) or as a necessary correction to spelling. Square 
brackets also enclose clauses like “[consent for publication]” which 
abbreviate the formula “the concent of this meeting to cause such 
their intentions to be published in our publick meeting as is usuall” at 
the end of some marriage procedure minutes. 

Where no doubt exists, abbreviations and contractions have been 
extended, except for proper names, money statements and the am- 
persand. Superior letters have been lowered except where it could 
cause confusion. 

Modern practice has been adopted in capitalisation generally, over 
i and j, and v and u, F (for ff), and in adopting the, them, then, 
their, this, that (for ye, ym, yn, yr, ys, yt, developed from the Old 
English p (Thorn) ). 

Minimal punctuation has been provided where necessary. 


DATES 


Friends eschewed the naming of days and months after heathen 
gods. In Quaker documents, Sunday became First day; Monday, 
Second day; and so on to Saturday, Seventh day. 

Up to 1752 under the Old Style Julian calendar, the English New 
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Year began on Lady Day, March 25. March therefore was First 
month; April, Second month, and the following January and Feb- 
ruary were Eleventh and Twelfth month (of the old year) respectively. 
Dates from March 1 to March 24 may well have the double year 
dating (see 1686/87, heading the minutes for 14 Mar. 1687). On oc- 
casion the double dating may be carried back to January, as 12th 
11th month 1690/91 (for 12 Jan. 1691). 

Intranscribing the minutes modern month names have been inserted 
in brackets in the date line at the opening of each meeting. In editorial 
matter the New Style for months and years (beginning in January) 
is used.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES 


THESE notes concern persons mentioned. They supplement informa- 
tion given in the minutes, and do not essay to be thumbnail biogra- 
phies. 

For the abbreviations consult the Bibliography and Key to Ab- 
breviations (pp. xlv—xlviii). 

From the mid-nineteenth-century Digests of the registers, and 
from other sources, an attempt has been made to give the years of 
birth and death, parentage, occupation, place of abode (as given at 
successive periods), marriages and number of children. The informa- 
tion from the Digests, although generally to be relied on, has been 
found defective in particular cases. There are duplicate and variant 
entries, and the treatment of Old and New Style leads to confusion 
in dating. Digest information here, although thought to be correct, 
should not be accepted uncritically without recourse to the original 
registers now in the Public Record Office [see List and Index Society, 
vol. 42. List of Non-Parochial Registers main series & Society of 
Friends series (1969), particularly pp. 232-35. This volume is an 
amended and supplemented reprint of the Lists published in 1859 
by H.M. Stationery Office, and gives the current R.G.6, Public 
Record Office call numbers]. 

Where no town name is given following the parish or ward name, 
Bristol is to be understood. The name of the parish of St. Mary-le- 
Port in Friends’ records (which in any case drop the prefix) generally 
appears as Maryport, and that form has been adopted for brevity. It 
will be seen that the notes, following the sources at this period, do 
not normally distinguish between the In and Out portions of the 
parishes of St. Philip and Jacob (shortened to Philip’s) and St. James, 
so it is usually only when one has an alternative location for residents 
in Barton Regis that one can be sure that they lived outside the 
city boundaries. 

Other notes come from manuscripts in the archives and in other 
collections. These notes may deal with various Meeting affairs not 
covered in the minutes, subscriptions to collections, or commercial 
and personal activities. It will normally be clear whether statements 
without express reference come from any of these sources or from 
printed sources listed in the Bibliography. Details of “sufferings” can 
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be traced in the contemporary printed accounts and in the omnibus 
collection in Besse, Sufferings. References lead also to printed books 
for further information, and in particular to Norman Penney’s edi- 
tions of Fox’s Journal, which give useful biographical notes and 
references. 

Reference is made to Biographical notes in the previous volume 
in the form: See B.R.S. xxvi [with appropriate page number]. In- 
formation given in that volume is not, in general, repeated. Notes 
concerning wives will generally be found under their husbands’ 
names, but references to appropriate page numbers may be found in 
the Index.
